REMEMBERING TUCSON 



GIFFORDS VISITS 
CITY ONE YEAR 
AFTER SHOOTING

TUCSON, Ariz. Bells rang across Tucson early 
Sunday marking the exact time last year the 
city was rocked by a deadly shooting spree 
that left U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords gravely 
wounded and six people killed. 

The bells at io:ii a.m., the moment of the 
Jan. 8, 2011, shooting, opened a day of re- 
membrance events for survivors and Tucson 
residents across the city 

Giffords, an Arizona Democrat, made 
a surprise visit late Saturday to the gro- 
cery store where a pistol-wielding gunman 
pumped bullet after bullet into a crowd 
gathered for her congressional outreach 
meeting a year ago. 


The gunfire struck and killed six people 
and wounded 13 others, including Giffords, 
who was shot through the head and has been 
recovering since at a Houston hospital. 

About 200 people gathered at an Angli- 
can church in north Tucson near the scene 
of the shooting for a service that remem- 
bered victims. 

“When you think on it, it’s a healing mo- 
ment,” said Dick Guthrie, a longtime con- 
gregant who said he had known Giffords 
since she was a teenager. 

“I hope she continues to improve,” he 
added. 

Gary Huckleberry whose daughter wit- 
nessed the shooting and suffered trauma, 
said he found the service healing. 

‘A lot of us have come a long way since 
that date a year ago. For some people it will 
take much more time to get over it, but hav- 
ing this service ... was healing,” he said. 

While the bells rang slowly, echoing

through the empty downtown streets, a 
crowd of about 300 people attended a morn- 
ing Mass at St. Augustine Cathedral. It was 
the same spot where U.S. District Judge John 
RoU, Giffords’ friend who was killed in the 
attack last year, attended lunchtime Mass 
every day 

In a call to Giffords, President Obama 
praised her courage and determination in 
her recovery and told her she was “an inspi- 
ration to his family and Americans across 
the country,” the White House said.

Surprise visits 
mark anniversary

TUCSON, Ariz. Accompanied by her husband, 
retired astronaut Mark Kelly, U.S. Rep. Ga- 
brielle Giffords made several unannounced 
visits around Tucson on Saturday including 
the stop at the Safeway store she was shot 
one year ago. 

“Gabby just visited the Safeway for the ist 
time since 1/8/11,” Kelly tweeted. 

“It’s been a tough year, but we’re lucky to 
have so many people standing w/us,” he add- 
ed. 

Earlier in the day, Giffords hiked outside 
Tucson on a desert trail named for her slain 
aide, Gabe Zimmerman, and visited Uni- 
versity of Arizona Medical Center staff who 
treated her and others for bullet wounds. 

“I think it’s going to be a very cathartic 
weekend for all of us here in Tucson to see her 
in her hometown,” said Daniel Hernandez, 
an intern at Giffords’ office credited with 
saving her life as she lay in a pool of her own 
blood in the Safeway parking lot. 

Giffords was scheduled to attend a candle- 
light vigil at the University of Arizona on Sun- 
day evening with her husband. 

The event was expected to draw thousands 
of Tucson residents, a city of 520,000 people 
that many describe as a “small big town.”

If you’ve broiled, baked, braised 
or battered anything recently, 
you’re not alone— Millennials 
are really getting cookin’

Eric Salinas swirls a pat of butter into a pan of sizzling green 
apples, brown sugar and apple juice. The fat glistens, creat- 
ing the perfect sauce to go with a bone-in pork loin roasting 
in the oven. Golden-brown squash cools on the counter. 

You’d think Salinas was showing off his cooking chops 
on TV alongside chef Alton Brown, but in reality the 
25-year-old is whipping up a master meal in his North Park 
kitchen. The studio audience consists of his mom and girl- 
friend, eagerly awaiting dinner in the living room. 

“They’re my favorite people to cook for,” he said. Plus, 
“I love to eat.” 

It’s a watershed moment for cooking in general, and 
home cooks like Salinas are just part of the new develop- 
ments. With Chicago chefs making names for themselves 
in hit shows such as “Top Chef” and restaurants like Grant 
Achatz’s high-tech fantasy Alinea snagging Michelin hon- 
ors, the city is increasingly on the culinary landscape. 
Add to that at-home chefs taking their cues from cultural 
icons— in a survey by market research company Mintel, 
about one in four Millennials said they “love cooking”— 
and you have a perfect storm of cooking activity 

“Being a cooking enthusiast in general has gotten more 
mainstream,” said Kingsley Shannon, senior brand man- 
ager at high-end cookware company Calphalon. She said 
20 -somethings love food that’s as diverse and unusual as 
they are. They’ve grown up trying different kinds of food, 
traveling and going out to eat more than their predeces- 
sors. “That has definitely contributed to that group maybe 
latching onto food.” 

The reasons people cook at home are as varied as the 
reasons we eat, but there are some key motivators for 
the at-home chef, according to the 2011 Kitchen Audit 
by NPD Group, a marketing firm that has tracked food 
buying and cooking for more than 30 years. The survey 
showed most people cook at home because it’s healthy— 
and sometimes can be cheaper. 

Over the years, Millennials also have been looking for 
ways to change the at-home meal from something totally 
standard into a restaurant-worthy meal, experts say And 
Shannon said Millennials are starting to cook the kinds of 
food they like to eat: ethnic and experimental. 

“We want to eat, that’s not going to change,” said Harry 
Balzer, chief industry analyst for the NPD Group, who

names Italian and Mexican foods as the new 
staples of the American diet. Part of the rea- 
son for that cultural shift is the one-dish meals 
common in those cuisines. “We’re looking for 
ways to still have a full meal but, can we just 
make one item?” 

Beyond the economic benefits, cooking 
(and sharing that food) can be fun. You invite 
your friends over, pop open a nice bottle of pi- 
not noir and enjoy something home-cooked. 
It’s expressive and artistic. 

“For {Millennials}, it’s not just creating a 
meal to eat,” said Fiona O’Donnell, senior 
analyst for lifestyles and leisure at Chicago- 
based Mintel. The under-30 crowds “look at 
cooking like an act of self-creation.” 


The creation gets artistic for cooks like Sa- 
linas, who’s starting a food blog and hopes to 
begin hosting “tasting menu” dinners, where 
friends will chip in for the grocery bill and 
he’ll do all the cooking. 

He’s also doing beer-and-chocolate tastings 
with his girlfriend. Salinas cooks full meals 
about five days a week, he said, and names a 
roast chicken inspired by chef Thomas Keller 
as one of his go- to dishes. He used to watch 
the Food Network religiously he said, when 
he first learned how to cook, and picked up 
tricks and techniques from shows such as 
“Iron Chef” and “No Reservations.” 

“It’s awesome,” said Erica Ochoa, Sali- 
nas’ girlfriend, about his cooking. “It’s only 


2 o’clock and he’s already calling me and tell- 
ing me what he’s gonna make for dinner.” 

Most home cooks aren’t quite as serious as 
Salinas, though. They just want to get food on 
the table quickly and cheaply and they want it 
to taste good. That’s not out of the question 
—if they get some help. 

Cooking schools across Chicago meet the 
needs of the home cook, and culinary programs 
like Kendall College’s train would-be profes- 
sionals who want to get degrees in cooking. 
Schools like The Chopping Block give Chica- 
goans with more modest goals a way to learn 
techniques and dishes they can use at home. 

“Most of what we do here is not rocket sci- 
ence,” Michele Glancey chef instructor at 


the Chopping Block, told students during a 
recent class. “People who swear up and down 
that they’re not cooks, those guys and gals do 
better. ... They just start to cook intuitively” 

“I’m cooking because I know what goes 
into the dish,” said Brian McKee, 38, of Fakev- 
iew, while acknowledging that “it’s not always 
cheaper, it’s not always cost efficient.” 

Salinas first started cooking after his moth- 
er got sick, but the get-the-food-on-the-table 
mentality eventually shifted into a love of the 
artistic side. 

“I enjoy the gratification,” he said, adding 
that he hasn’t gotten tired of cooking yet. “I 
haven’t hit that point. I hope I don’t.”

D As the Consumer Electronics Show 
kicks off, paper-thin TVs, feather-light 
laptops and thousands of humming doodads 
of every hue are filling up more than 30 foot- 
ball fields’ worth of Las Vegas convention 
space. 

But if you’re looking for a device with the 
potential to instantly change your life, your 
best bet might be across the street at the slot 
machines. 

The world’s largest personal technology 
convention, which starts Monday often sets 
the tone for the year in gadgetry The tech- 
nologies that capture the CES buzz often go 
on to become top sellers — such as tablet com- 
puters last year or high-definition TVs before 
that. 

This year, though, the Next Big Thing re- 
mains elusive. Despite what is expected to be 
a record number of exhibitors and attendees, 
many analysts agree that no single device or 
technology has emerged to define the show 
The show’s organizers expect nearly 2,700 
exhibitors and more than 150,000 attendees, 
the highest since 2006, a surge that reflects 
renewed consumer spending on gadgets and 
mobile devices. 

But with a dearth of high-profile product 
announcements, analysts say CES could end 
up being a sea of familiar looking devices: 
mainly big-screen TVs, stereo systems and a 
variety of quirky prototypes and accessories.

Euro-style pastime

Visitors to a recent board game meetup at 
Lakeview bar Mystic Celt would not have 
found Risk, Monopoly or any of the other 
old standbys. 

Instead, two dozen game enthusiasts sat 
hunched over brightly colored boxes with 
unusual names like Puerto Rico and Alea lac- 
ta Est and spent much of the day exchanging 
game pieces and rolling dice. They’re called 
Euro-style board games and they’re a near 
weekly habit for Jimmy Smith. 

“Someone introduced me to Settlers of 
Catan in college and I got addicted and 
starting playing some of the others,” said 
Smith, 30, of Ravenswood. “It’s a whole 
new world of gaming from what we’re used 
to seeing, and it’s definitely the best.” 

Smith isn’t the only one in love with Eu- 
ro-style board games. Settlers of Catan has 
sold 18 million copies worldwide and is on 
the brink of becoming a household name. 
Others, like Dominion or Ticket to Ride, 
are popping up in stores across the country 

“They’re absolutely becoming bigger,” 
said Peter Charnley assistant manager of 
Cat & Mouse Game Store in Bucktown, 
which sells dozens of Euro-style games. 
“Settlers is still the biggest, but people are 
buying these games more and more.” 

Chicagoland Games in Edgewater hosts 
a weekly Euro-style games night Wednes- 
days, and one of the store’s owners, Nico 


Sanfiorenzo, gives 
them credit for the board game making a 
comeback as one of America’s favorite pas- 
times. 

“Euro games do a lot of things right,” 
Sanfiorenzo said. “They last 90 minutes 
instead of four hours. Some of the older 
American games, you have situations where 
people quit after a couple of hours because 
they know who is going to win and a lot of 
games come down to luck.” 

As opposed to the dog-eat-dog world of 
traditional board games, where you de- 
feat your opponents with military force or 
send them into the throes of bankruptcy 
many Euro-style games encourage collab- 
oration and constructiveness. In Settlers 
of Catan, the purpose of the game is to 
collect and trade resources to develop an 
island. There’s no war, and no single player 
wins or loses until the final turn. 

“There’s a higher level of creativity 
and problem solving involved with these 
games,” said Melissa Erichter, 30, of Lo- 
gan Square, who helps organize Chicago’s 
Boardgame Group, which has approxi- 
mately 100 to 150 active members, many 
of them women. 

“It’s a welcome change,” Erichter said. 
“Strategy board gaming can be a misogy- 
nist universe with a bunch of guys who 
don’t think girls can kick their asses, but 
we’re seeing more women in this group.”
